When i 
this moisture is abundant, as in May or j

pieces or throws off ft portion of it, down j 
u line of greatest power or of least ro ! 
si.-tance. And when the amount ot steam 
thus suddenly generated is less, owing to 
, the drier condition of the stem from enn- 
! tinual evaportion and leaf exhalation, 
there may be no external trace » f the 
1 lightning stroke : yet the leaves will 
wither in a few days, showing that tbe 
stern hns been rendered incapable ot 
■ I conveying supplies, and the treo will 
i [ either partially or entirely die. Still
